General Leman sent 
artillery to a point where the invading 
infantry could be shelled, and the Ger- 
mans were swept from their position. 
This occurred several times during the 
day and night." 


Red Cross automobiles arriving at 
Brussels said that the ground before 
the fort was covered with dead and 
wounded Germans. 
Have Entered Liege. 
Paris. Aug. 7.—Official reports re- 


ceived here say that the German 
troops have entered the city of Liege. 
but hav« not been able to take the 
fort. The Belgium troops have cap- 
tured twenty-seven cannons.
